On the 13th December, 1973 information was received by 
tho Police Sub-Inspector Banhatti that the people of Banhatti 
were advancing towards Rabkavi in large number for enforc- 
ing the closure of all shops. The PS1 mustered all available 
staff and intercepted the crowd and tried to pursuade them to 
return to Banhatti. This, however had no effect on the excit- 
ed crowd and they started pelting stones at the police party 
and were able to overpower them. The PSI meanwhilo manag- 
ed to extricate himself and tried to contact nearby areas and 
district headquarters for rc-inforcement. Meanwhile tho 
crowd surged ahead and attacked the Sangli Bank. They also 
set fire to a powerloom factory. The crowd stoned two Head 
Constables who were on duty at the factory. On seeing the 
situation going out of control, Constable Krishnaji Rangarao 
Desai took courage and fired five rounds. Three persons were 
injured due to firing but this enabled lives of two Head Cons- 
tables to be saved, However, the frenzied crowd was now 
after the blood of the Constable who had fired. They rushed 
towards him and assaulted him, The crowd also prevented 
other policemen to come to the rescue of the beleaguered Cons- 
table. The Constable with indomitable courage fought a lone 


battle against the frenzied crowd. He kept them at bay for 
some time and managed to rush to tho outpost to get tho rein- 
forcement but the crowd gave him a hot pursuit, and threaten- 
ed to set fire the building. They dragged the Constable out 
of the outpost and stoned him to death. So violent was the 
crowd that they did not remain satisfied even with killing of 
the Constable but sprinkled kerosene oil on the dead body and 
set fire to it. 

Shri Krishnaji Rangarao Desai Police Constable exhibited 
conspicuous gallantry and fearlessness and displayed a high 
sense of duty in saving public property from the fury of the 
riotous mob. In saving lives of his coOegues he laid down 
his own life.

Shri fog 
drove slightly ahead and when the suspect appeared right in 
front, he caught hold of him. The suspect whipped out a 
knife but Shri Jog gave him a hard hit with his left hand, as 
a result of which the knife fell down from the hand of the 
suspect, The suspect was overpowered with the help of the 
police driver of the vehicle in which Shri Jog was travelling 
in. Later it transpired that the suspect had stabbed one per- 
son and was trying to escape. Before that incident the same 
suspect had poured kerosene oil on the person of his fiancee 
and tried to burn her. 

Shri Suryakant Shankar Jog exhibited courage and presence 
of mind in apprehending u dangerous criminal.

On reaching the 
village Shri Parmar found the said Jesing Nagji in a drunken 
state and ordered his arrest. When Jesingh Nagji was being 
escorted to the Police jeep, his brother and other relatives 
came to his rescue. With the show of force, they tried to get 
his release. These persons were armed with lethal weapons. 
Mansingh brother of Jesingh Nagji whipped out a knife and 
tried to stab the Police Sub-Inspector. Head Constable Gulab- 
snigh who tried to ward off the blow received knife injury on 
his left hand. Mansingh was, however, able to injure Shri 
Parmar. Attempts of the police party to overpower Man- 
singh and snatch av'ay the knife from him did not succeed. 
Meanwhile in a melee Shri Parmar was struck on the head 
and taking advantage of this Mansingh thrust a knife in Shri 
Parmar - s abdomen as a result of which his intestines came out.

The Police 
Party was taken unawares by sudden firing from a group of 
about 20/25 men, some of them in Khaki uniform. One 
Constable died as u result of this firing. This however, did 
not unnerve Constable Narayan Chandra Pahiria who return- 
ed fire after taking position. When the dacoits tried to en- 
circle him, he crawled to the corner of a wall of the adjacent 
house and took up a defensive position and carried on a single- 
handed fight against the dacoits. After firing 5 rounds from 
his own rifle when lie saw that the magazine of his rifle had 


been exhausted, he took the rifle of his dead colleague and 
again started firing on the criminal gang courageously. As a 
result of his firing two dacoits were killed on the spot and 
others made the escape towards Bangladesh border taxing one 
injured person with them. 

Shri Narayan Chandra Paharia showed conspicuous gallan- 
try in facing un armed gang of dacoits which far outnumbered 
the police party.
